Bama,  whose  most  recent  poll  was  released  this  week.  Bama 
also  found  that  after  Black  Hiesday  fewer  people  believe  in 
absolute  truth,  leaning  rather  toward  a  circumstantial  ethic. 
"Our  assessment  is  that  churches  succeeded  at  putting  on  a 
friendly  face  but  failed  at  motivating  the  vast  majority  of  spiri¬ 
tual  explorers  to  connect  with  Chnst  in  a  more  intonate  or 
intense  manner,"  said  Bama.  The  most  "startling  shift,"  accord¬ 
ing  to  Bama,  was  that  moral  truth  got  muddier  among 
Americans  after  the  attacks.  Prior  to  Sept  11, 36%  of  adults  sur¬ 
veyed  agreed  there  were  absolute  moral  truths  that  flit  into  any 
circumstance,  yet  after  the  attacks  only  22%  claimed  to  believe 
in  the  existence  of  absolute  moral  truth.  Bama  also  found  that 
toe  most  common  source  of  moral  guidance  among  Americans 
is  their  feelings  (25%)  followed  by  toe  lessons  ana  values  they 
learned  from  their  parents  (14%).  Only  13%  of  toe  adults  sur¬ 
veyed  said  they  look  to  toe  Bible  when  they  make  moral  and 
ethical  decisions.  The  study  adds  that,  despite  assumptions  to 
toe  contrary,  prayer  is  "currently  at  its  normal  level,  with  85 
percent  praying  to  God  in  a  given  week."  The  study  also  found 
that,  after  toe  attacks,  fewer  people  believe  in  an  all-knowing 
God  and  fewer  believe  in  Satan  as  a  real  person,  rather  they  see 
him  now  as  a  symbol  of  evil.  "After  the  attack,  millions  of  nom¬ 
inally  churched  or  generally  irreligious  Americans  were  des¬ 
perately  seeking  something  that  would  restore  stability  and  a 
sense  of  meaning  to  life.  Fortunately,  many  of  them  turned  to 
the  church.

which  needed  professional  clean¬ 
ing  due  to  the  debris  that  blew 
into  the  dwellings  as  a  result  of 
the  September  1 1  attacks. 

Viewing  the  request  as  a 
ministry  opportunity,  the 
Baptist  volunteers  began  secur¬ 
ing  professional  grade  vacu¬ 
ums  and  other  cleaning  equip¬ 
ment.  Asked  what  kind  of  pun- 
lic  announcement  was  needed 
to  get  the  program  started, 

Didlake  said,  "We  need  to  pray 
for  an  apartment." 

Two  hours  later,  a  family 
was  referred  through  two  agen¬ 
cies  and  the  Baptist  volunteers 
went  to  wojk.  Assisting  with 
the  apartment  cleanup  were 
Didlake;  Cassibry;  Don  Gann, 
pastor  of  Wynndale  Church, 


By  the  end  of  the  first  day, 
more  referrals  came  from  the 
satisfied  family. 


"Within  a  week's  time,  we 
had  200  apartments  by  word  of 
mouth,"  said  Didlake.  "That's 
why  relationships  are  so  critical 
in  disaster  relief  —  that  people 
trust  you." 

So  far.  Baptist  volunteers 
from  several  states  have 
cleaned  more  than  400  apart¬ 
ments  with  more  than  300  on 
the  waiting  list.  Many  of  the 
apartments  require  a  five-per¬ 
son  crew  working  two  days  to 
complete. 

Another  Mississippi  team  is 
scheduled  to  clean  apartments 
in  New  York  City  beginning  the 
first  part  of  December. 

Only  days  after  the 
September  if  attacks,  seven

The  hope  of  Christmas 

Romans  15:1-13

Christmas  is  a  time  of  great 
words.  Rejoice,  cheer,  celebrate, 
and  merry  are  among  the  won¬ 
derful  words  of  the  holiday 
season. 

There  is  one  word  that  stands 
out.  It  is  a  complicated  com¬ 
pound  word  that  even  Scrooge 
would  find  pleasant  to  his  ears. 
It  is  the  word  "lay-a-way." 

While  doing  your  Christmas 
shopping  and  putting  things  on 
lay-a-way  it  is  good  to  be 
reminded  of  the  truths  found  in 
Romans  15.  There  is  so  much 
hope  in  Jesus  that  some  of  it  is 
on  lay-a-way. 

Jesus  is  a  present  hope.  Paul 
is  expressing  that  Jesus  is  not 
only  the  hope  of  Israel  but  for 
the  Gentile  peoples  as  well. 


The  hope  of  salvation  was 
never  intended  to  be  exclusive¬ 
ly  for  the  Jews.  Yes,  the  Jews 
have  many  advantages  (see 
Rom  3:1).  They  were  granted 
the  "oracles  of  God,"  and  the 
Gospel  was  revealed  to  them 
first  in  chronological  order. 

However,  the  promise  of 
Christ  was  not  only  for  the  Jew. 
The  promise  to  Abraham  in 
Genesis  22  is  that  from  his  seed 
the  whole  earth  would  be 
blessed. 

Paul  quotes  three  promises 
from  the  Old  Testament  illus¬ 
trating  that  in  Christ,  God  has 
kept  nis  word  and  brought 
hope  to  the  Gentile  nations. 

Romans  15:9  is  a  quote  from 
Psalm  18:49.  Psalm  18  is  a 
thanksgiving  Psalm  in  which 
David  is  looking  back  over 


decades  of  victories  over  the 
surrounding  Gentile  nations. 
The  Holy  Spirit  taught  David 
that  one-day  he  would  confess 
and  sing  of  the  Messiah  with 
the  Gentile  peoples. 

The  second  quotation 
(Deuteronomy  32:43)  comes 
from  the  song  of  Moses.  It  is  the 
song  Jhat  Moses  composed  for 
the  people  of  Israel  just  prior  to 
his  death.  The  quotation  speaks 
of  Jew  and  Gentile  together  as 
God's  people. 

Paul  also  quotes  Psalm  117, 
the  shortest  or  all  the  Psalms.  It 
is  directed  to  the  nations  of  the 
world  and  calls  upon  them  to 
rejoice  in  the  merciful  kindness 
and  truth  of  God. 

To  the  Gentile  who  is  alienat¬ 
ed  from  the  common  wealth  of 
Israel,  and  a  foreigner  to  the 
covenants  and  promises,  with¬ 
out  hope  and  without  God  in 
the  world  (see  Eph  2.12),  Jesus 
is  hope. 

Romans  1:16  makes  the  hope 
of  Christ  clear:  "For  I  am  not 
ashamed  of  the  gospel  of 
Christ:  for  it  is  the  power  of 


God  unto  salvation  to  every 
one  that  believeth;  to  the  Jew 
first,  and  also. to  the  Greek." 

Jesus  is  a  prophetic  hope. 
While  Romans  15:12  is  a  quote 
from  Isaiah  11:1,  the  context  is 
found  in  the  prophet's  tenth 
chapter.  Sennacherib  the 
Assyrian  will  fall  under  the 
judgment  of  God  for  cutting 
Israel  down  like  a  tree. 

The  huge  cedars  of  Lebanon 
are  used  metaphorically  of 
Assyria  (see  Isa.  10:33-34).  Like 
a  tornado  God  slices  through 
the  Gentile  forest  with  his  axe 
of  judgment.  Then  from  the 
most  unlikely  stump  (the  line 
of  Jesse)  comes  hope,  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

The  prophecy  quickly  takes 
a  turn  from  the  language  of 
judgment  and  speaks  of  Jesus 
ruling  over  the  Gentiles  and  the 
Gentiles  trusting  him  as  Lord 
and  Savior. 

This  is  a  present  hope,  for 
Gentiles  came  to  Christ  at  his 
birth  and  continue  to  come  to 
him  for  salvation.  The  verse  is 
also  prophetic,  it  is  on  lay-a- 


way  until  Christ  comes  and  the 
hope  within  the  believer 
becomes  the  manifested  during 
Christ  reign. 

The  Bible  teaches  that  Christ 
came  first  to  his  own  people, 
the  Jews.  In  doing  so  he  "con¬ 
firmed"  the  promises  made  to 
the  patriarchs  that  the  Gentiles, 
indeed  the  whole  world,  might 
glorify  God  in  salvation  (see 
Romans  15:8). 

The  word  "confirm"  comes 
from  the  world  of  commerce, 
meaning  a  legal  guarantee  of 
trade  or  purchase.  It  means  to 
establish  a  commitment  or 
promise  by  fulfilling  it.  The  first 
coming  of  Christ  confirmed  the 
promise  of  God's  offer  of  salva¬ 
tion  to  Jew  and  Gentile. 

A  lay-a-way  hope  is  also 
confirmed,  and  that  is  the  sec¬ 
ond  coming  of  Jesus.  The  whole 
world  Jew  and  Gentile  alike  are 
invited  to  participate  in  the 
new  song  of  redemption  (see 
Rev  5:9-10)  and  rejoice  in  the 
person  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

A 
boy  sitting  be¬ 
hind  pulls  her 
ponytail.  She 
turns  to  make  a 
face  at  him  and 
then  adjusts  the 
beaded  band 
holding  the 
ponytail  in 
place. 

If  her  father 
found  out  a  boy 
touched  it,  she 
could  get  in  big 
trouble.  As  long 
as  she  is  wear¬ 
ing  the  blue 
and  yellow 
headpiece,  boys 
and  men  are 
not  supposed 
to  touch  ner. 

The  pony¬ 
tail,  known  as 
"umchwasho" 
(oom-chw-ah- 

_ show),  looks 

like  a  large  tas¬ 
sel  connected  to  a  strand  of 
beads.  It  announces  to  all  that 
she  is  a  virgin.  The  band 
requires  girls  to  abstain  from 
sex  or  from  even  kissing  some¬ 
one  from  the  opposite  sex. 

The  age-old  Swazi  custom  is 
back  with  hopes  of  it  eradicat¬ 
ing  the  HIV/ AIDS  pandemic. 
International  Mission  Board 
(IMB)  missionary  Mary  Wood 
hopes  the  umchwasho  works  as 
a  reminder  to  save  sex  for  mar¬ 
riage,  but  she  knows  this  sym- 
boialone  will  not  stamp  out  the 
deadly  virus. 

Wood  spends  her  days  pro¬ 
moting  God's  way  of  prevent¬ 
ing  HIV /AIDS  in  schools,  hos¬ 
pitals,  and  churches. 

The  retired  Houston  nurse 
left  her  home  in  Texas  after 
hearing  how  AIDS  was  wiping 
out  an  entire  generation  of 
Africans.  What  she  found  in 


Swaziland  was  not  exactly 
what  she  expected. 

In  the  news,  AIDS  in  Africa 
is  shown  as  emaciated  people 
wasting  away  in  the  hospital. 

"It's  Kind  of  strange  that  you 
don't  see  people  like  that  here," 
Wood  said.  "So  many  have  HIV 
and  you  don't  even  know  it." 

You  don't  see  it  in  the  streets 
or  homes.  Yet  all  the  United 
Nations  reports  say  HIV  is  here. 
This  small  kingdom  has  so  much 
of  it  that  Swaziland  is  ranked 
second  among  all  African  coun¬ 
tries  for  HIV  infection. 

AIDS,  nicknamed  the  "slim¬ 
ming  disease"  because  of  the  vast 
weight  loss  it  inevitably  causes, 
might  be  better  named  the  "hid¬ 
den  disease"  in  Swaziland. 

Everyone  knows  HIV  is 
there.  Street  vendors  talk  on 
and  on  about  the  problem,  yet 
no  one  seems  to  personally 
know  someone  with  the  dis¬ 
ease.  They  say,  "Everyone  here 
is  healthy  looking." 

Looks  can  be  deceiving, 
though.  "Most  people  think  if 
you're  HIV-positive,  you  must 
be  skinny  and  look  like  a  walk¬ 
ing  ghost,"  one  youth  says, 
"but  that's  not  true.  I  have  had 
HIV  for  two  years  and  I  look 
just  like  my  peers." 

Statistics  show  that-  almost 
43%  of  those  between  the  ages 
of  20-29  are  already  HIV-posi¬ 
tive.  More  than  25%  of  youth 
under  the  age  of  20  also  test 
positive  for  HIV. 

AIDS  is  a  problem  on  the 
rise.  While  you  cannot  see  the 
drastic  physical  changes  at  first 
glance  m  this  small  country  of 
900,000  people,  you  can  see  the 
social  and  economic  problems 
related  to  the  disease  right  off. 

What  you  can  see  are 
orphans,  widows,  and  families 
struggling  to  survive  and 
grandparents  who  are  raising 
10  or  more  grandchildren 
orphaned  by  the  dreaded  dis¬ 
ease.  You  can  see  the  interna¬ 
tional  sign  for  AIDS  Awareness, 
a  red  ribbon,  in  the  beaded  art¬ 
work  in  the  marketplace.  The

Most  are  surprised  when  she 
tells  them  AIDS  cannot  be  100% 
prevented  by  using  condoms.

"No  one  ever  admits  to  it  if 
they  do  know  they  have  AIDS 
or  HIV,"  Wood  said,  "but 
mainly,  most 
people  just  don't 
know  because 
they  won't  get 
tested."
